Grasshoppers can easily be distin- 
guished by the large strong hind legs, 
for leaping. 

They are allied to the locusts, cric- 
kets and cockroaches, In their flight, 
by rubbing their wings and wing covers 
together, a curious sound is made. 
They usually are a greyish or green 
color. 

They are numerous fn all parts of 
the world, often occurring in such 
numbers as to be destructive to vege- 
tation, as in the last two years, in the 
Prairie Provinces, 

They deposit their eggs in masses in 
the soll, surrounded by a coating of 
frothy material, which hardens into a 
protective covering known as a pod or 
Bac, | 

Some grasshoppers average 26 eges 
to a pod, and others 20.

A MESSAGE TO YOU | 


About Birds. 


Dear Boys and Girls,—Since the set- 
tlement of the Province of Alberta, the 
farmers of the province probably have 
not been confronted with insect pests 
in former years to the same extent as 
they’ have during the present season, 
more especially in the southern half 
ofthe province where cutworms have 
been very destructive. They have 
been followed in many districts by an 
invasion of grasshoppers. 

It is a recognized fact that a plenti- 
ful supply of birds, more especially of 
the insect!vorous species, means fewer 
worm’ and insects to destroy crops. 
Smali and medium-sized birds nearly 
all are insectivorous in their habits, 
that is, they feed to a greater or lesser 
extent on worms and insects, to say 
nothing of weed seeds. Of these, there 
are nonewhich receive a more cordial 
welcome in the Spring of the year, 
On their return from the south, than 
the Western Robin, Every girl or boy, 
undoubtedly, reports to his or her par- 
ents or teacher, the fact of having seen 
a robin in the Spring of the year, es- 
pecially impressing on them the fact, 
“Robins have returned—Spring is 
here.” 

Although, in past years residents of 
the Southern States killed robins for 
food, classifying them as game birds; 
this no longer will be the case, as a 
treaty was entered into by Canada and 
the United States whereby all migra- 
tory birds will receive protection at 
certain seasons of the year, and among 
these, the robin is to be protected not 
only in Canada but the United States, 
at all times. Legis!ation has been 
passed by the two governments provid; 
ing for the enforcement of the require- 
ments of the treaty, and the result will 
be that the killing of robins in the 
Southern States now will be stopped; 
this should result in an increased 
number of birds returning to Canada 
each spring. é 

The Department of Agriculture of 
Alberta is anxious to have the co- 
operation of @l] the boys and girls in 


Why Are 


an endeavor to protect the robins and 
other birds; by so doing, they will 
greatly assist the farmers of the prov- 
ince in fighting the fneect esta, 
which eo frequently destroy the farm. 
ers' crops, The robin is protected at 
all times, the killing of one of these 
birds leaving the offender liable to a 
penalty of fifty dollars. I am eure, 
however, that none of our boys and 
girls will kill the robin at any time, 
as it is one of their best friends no 
matter whether they live in the city 
or country. Without our birde, insects 
would increase to such an extent that 
all vegetation would be destroyed, and 
in all probability the human race 
would cease to exist on this earth in the 
course of seven or eight years follow- 
ing the extermination of the birds. 

In the Province of Alberta the food 
of the robin consists of considerably’ 
more than seventy-five per cent. of 
worms and insects, the balance is 
sade up of vegetable matter and wild

GOVT. SEVERELY 
ATTACKED FROM 
COMMONS BENGH 


French Policy in Syria Brings a 
Demand for an Explanation 
in Britain 


London, July 20th—Te govern- 
ment twas severely attacked in the 
House of Commons Monday night, 
when William G. A. Ormsby-Gore, 
Unionist, moved adjournment to call 
atention to the French policy in Sy- 
ra, and get a clear declaration of the 
British policy regarding it. Mr. Orms- 
by-Gore emphasized tnat the moral 
responsibility of the British govern- 
ment was deeply involved in view of 
specific pledges it had given in sup- 
port of Arabian independence. 

The supreme British interest in the 
Middle East, he declared, was restor- 
ation of peace while tue inevitable 
outcome of the French ultimatum 
would be a need for more British 
troops and money for this region. He 
added it was the British pledges alone 
which broug’at the Arabs into the war 
on the side of the allies. 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore wanted to know 
whether Britain was committed to 
provide men ‘and money to assist the 
French in asserting authority over 
tae territory, including Aleppo and 
Damascus, “whose independence we 
suaranteed,” ‘ 
,.. Ho insisted that whatover the Bri- 
tish policy was, it should be clearly 
defined to both the French and 
Arabs, 

Turning Against Arabs 

Earl Edward Turnomr Winterton, 
a Coalition-Unionist, supporting 
Ormsby-Gore, strongly resented ay- 
used the Arabs as aliies in the war, 
and abandpning them afterwards for 
the sake of French interests. He did 
not believe Englishmen would be wil- 
ling to fignt their former allies, he 
added, 7 

Major-General J. E. B. Seely, Coal- 
Ition-Liberal, thought the French 
acted advisedly because, if they with- 
drew their forces from Cilicia, prob- 
ably tens of thousands of Armenians 
would be massacred. 

Andrew Bonar Law contended the 
promise of Arab independence was 
not incompatible wit, the mandate, 
and that King Feiseal of Syria had 
attended the conference when the 
mandate was given to France, Earler 
in the day, replying to questions, Mr. 
Bonar Law had said that the Frenca 
ultimatum had been submitted to the 
supreme council. Replying to criti- 
cism he said Monday night it was no? 
Britain’s business to interfere umess 
the Frennh action was so outrageous 
as to be in wiolation of tae peace 
treaty and the principles of the 
League of Nations, He said the gov- 
ernment had been in communication 
with the French government and had 
received a reply to the effet taat there 
was no intention that the military oe- 
vupation should be permanent, but 
that as soon as order was restored 
the troops would he withdrawn,

Canadian National Summary Is 
Generally of Optimistic Tone 
For Prairies 


Winnipeg, July 20—(Can, Press),—- 
The weekly crop report of the CGana- 
dian National railways issued under 
date of July 19 reflects the fact that 
precipitation in the west during the 
Past month has been largely of a local 
nature, Some districts report condi- 
tions excellent, some fair and some 
that rain is badly required to make 
the yields better than 50 per cent. of 
normal, 

In all the Red River Settlements 
moisture is needed at once to main- 


tain necessary growth and to help 
fill the grain which ts rapidly head- 
ing out. Morris reports that late 
sown grain in that district is gone 


and that flax is turning yellow. 
All through gouthern and south- 
western Manitoba, conditions are gén- 


promised. Only three or four locali- 
ties report that rain is desirable in 
this area. Wheat és from 50 to 80 


per cent, headed out. 

From Portage la Prairie to Dau- 
phin and Swan River and Canora, 
Sask., reports are of a satisfactory na- 
ture. Rain would be beneficial, but 
no setbacks have occurred as yet. Oak- 
ville, east of Portage, reports an ex- 
ceedingly heavy crop of wheat, with 
prospect of harvest beginning at the 
end of this month. In the Netpawa 
section crops are light, but immedi- 
ate rains would make improvement, 
South of Neepawa, Carberry reports 
heavy crops, and the farmers ‘are 
smiling at the prospec# for real bum- 
per yields. 

Russell and Yorkton send in very 
favorable accounts of conditions in 
| those districts, with two or three lo- 
calities stating that rains would be 
of benefit at this juncture, 

From North Battleford to Edmon- 
ton, from Hdmonton north to Atha- 
basca, south to Calgary, and along the 
Goose Lake line fmm Drumheller to 
DéeUsle, reports are of a uniformly 
satisfactory nature, some sections 
looking for a repetition of the 1915 
yields, ?

From the present viewpoint it 
looks as though the ‘‘special sum- 
mer rate’? on Alberta coal to east- 
ern points would take the form of 
a thirty per cent boost in the pres- 
ent rates, If,there is any prospect 
of coal being exempted from the 
general thirty per cent advance in 
freight rates it has not been an- 
nounced. ; 

The effect of this flat increase, 
it is worth’ while noting will not 
be to leave the Alberta mine- 
operator in the same competitive 
position as against the Pennsyl- 
vania operator that he now oc- 
cupies. It will increase the dis- 
advantage under which the Al- 
berta miners have to compete for 
markets in Manitoba and Ontario, 
by increasing the difference be- 
tween the cost of delivering coal 
from Alberta and from Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The Pennsylvania mines have 
the advantage of the shorter haul 
in competing with Alberta for 
markets in central Canada. If no 
special rate is granted on Alberta, 
coal the shorter haul means pro- 
portionately cheaper, cost of land- 
ing the coal at the selling point; 
and a percentage increase in rates 
means that Pennsylvania coal can 
be laid down cheaper than Alberta 
coal at points farther west than 
has hitherto been possible. 

To illustrate, If it now costs 
ten dollars to deliver a ton of 
Pennsylvania coal at a point in 
central Canada and fifteen dollars 


to land a ton of Alberta coal at} 


the same point, a thirty per cent 
increase would make the freight 
charges on a ton of Pennsylvania 
coal to that point $13 against 
$19.50 freight on a ton of Alberta 
coal. That is, the spread between 
the @¢ost of delivering Alberta and 
Pennsylvania coal at that point 
would be inereased from five 


dollars per ton to six dollars and! 


fifty cents per ton. The effect of 
which would be to shift farther 
west the point at which the freight 
on Pennsylvania and Alberts eal 
would be the same, 

Hitherto the Pennsylvania min- 
ers have held the Ontario market, 
have supplied the Manitoba mar- 
ket pretty oxclusively and have 


sold their product as far west as} 
thirty | 


Regina. An increase of 
per cent in the rates on both class- 
es of fuel would deliver the Ontar- 
io market to the Pittsburg operat- 
ors as completely as though it were 
hedged about with a stone wall, 
would give them probably the 
whole of the Manitoba market 
that they could supply, and would 
enable them to sell coal west of 
Regina on the same. competitive 
basis that they have hitherto sold 
at that point. 

This on the assumption that the 
Pennsylvania operators will have 
also to meet an increase of thirty 
per cent in freight raies. If they 
do not have to mect that inererse 
—if the rates on U.S. roads and on 
lake freighters are held down to 
enything less than thirty per cent 
more than the present it will be 
just so much worse for the Al- 
berta operator and coal min- 
ing industry in the fight for an ex- 
port market. 

If there was legitimate ground 
for asking that a special rate be 
granted during the off season on 
Alberta coal to points in the cen- 
tral provinces, the prospective in- 
crease in general freight rates 
makes the argument stronger. It 
will not ,under the new rates, be 
a matter of pushing the sale of 
Alberta coal into new territory, 
but of being able to sell in terrj- 
tory where wider the present 
rates the conditions are*equal cr 
approximately so,

Why The Dump? ‘ 

An explosion in a large muni- 
tion dump has scared the inhabi- 
tants out of the Saar district in 
Germany. That, the munition 
dump being there, an explosion 
should occur is not strange; and 
that the populace made tracks 
when the popping began showed 
their good sense. “But what is a 
munition dump doing in the Saar 
district, or any other . district of 


uf! Germany, two years after the arm- 


istice was signed and a year after 
the treaty of Versailles was signed? 
Countries of peaceful intent do not 
keep munition dumps lying around 
as proof of their neighborly senti- 
ment, And a country that has had 
to be disciplined at the cost of a 
four year’s war should not be al- 
lowed to maintain such souvenirs 
of its ‘‘world power’’ ambition. 


Sugar. 

A féw weeks ago, sugar being 
plentiful, the Board of Commerce 
sent.out warnings that it would 
likely be scarce at preserving time, 
and urged householders to begii: 
hoarding. Now that preserving 
time is here sugar is so plentiful 
that the refiners are dumping it 
by the carload into the United 
States, while the Board of Com- 
mere is sending out assurances to 
the public that there is plenty on 
hand and in sight to meet all do- 
mestic requirements. 

Whatever the Board of Com- 
merce may have been trying to do, 
or may now be trying to do, what) 
it is really doing is plain enough. 
It is ‘‘doping’’ the public to the 
advantage of the sugar trust in a 
way that the refiners could not im- 
prove upon if they maintained 
their own press agent- When the 
demand was light the Board scar- 
ed the public into buying against 
a prospective scarcity; now that 
the demand is heavy the Board is 
calming the public apprehensions 
while the refiners \ustle their 
stocks out of the country. 

No doubt if a shortage does oc- 
cur & month or so hence the 
Board will put the blame on the 
consumers by saying that they 
didn’t hoard when they were told 
to, or that some of them hoarded 
too much. That the refiners are 
whip-sawing the public, while 
the Board of Commerce adminis- 
ters the anaesthetic, is an explana- 
tion that seems to explain better 
than any other theory yet 
advanced, 


Another Jolt Coming. 

United States railway workers 
are trying to dectde whether they 
should- accept an increase in pay 
of from $250 to $300 per year each 
}and continue to run the railways, 
jor go on strike because the in- 
| crease is not twice as large. Seeing 


lthat their present rate of pay has} 


been high enough to enable them 
to pile up funds to stand a siege 
;the chances would seem rather 
that they are likely to go on strike, 
or at least to stand out for a larger 
\inerease, and get it. 

As Canada takes its precedents 
jin such matters from the U.S., the 
|Canadian railway workers will as| 
a matter of course come in for a 
proportionate increase, now or a 
little later on. Which seems to 
mean that the public may as well 
get ready to stand the shock of an- 
other boost in freight rates as soon 
as they have receovered from the 
thirty per cent. raise that is now 
being administered. 

The increase in rates for which 


the railways are now clamoring is 
wanted to bring in money to pay 
the wages fixed by the McAdoo 
award. The new award of the 
U.S. Railway Labor Board is an 
‘advance upon the McAdoo sche- 
dule,.and will entail a further in- 
crease in operating expenses: No 
doubt the thirty per cent. increase 
now being made is large enough 
to leave a balance to the railways 
after paying wages on the McAdoo 
| basis. But to suppose the railways 
will apply this balance to meet| 
the new schedule and leave rates 
at the new level is optimistic. An- 
other advance in wages is alto- 
gether too good an excuse to de- 
mand another boost in rates to be 
|overlooked by a wide-awake rail- 
way executive, and railway execu- 
jtives are usually wide-awake to 
opportunities to boost rates.

Railway Labor Board Grants’ 
Wage Increase to. 2,000,000 


Employees, Total is $6,900,000 


Advance Approximately 21 Per Cent. Over Present Rates 
of Pay—Award Will Be Retroactive to May 1st—Bil- 


lion Dollar Increase Sought by Federated Railway 
Workers—Will Apply in Canada. 


Chicago, July 20—The United 
States railway labor board award- 
ed the nearly 2,000,000 organized 
railway workers increases totall- 
ing $600,000,000. r 

The increase amounts to ap- 


proximately .21 per cent. of the 

present rates of pay. 

“The board assumes as the basis of 
this decision,” the award says, ‘the 
continuance in full force and effect of 
the rules, working conditions and 
agreements in force under the author- 
tty of the United States railroad ad- 
ministration. The intent of this de- 
cision is that the named increase, ex- 
cept as otherwise stated, shall be 
jadded to the rate of compeneation 
éstabli#hed by the United States rail- 
way adminietration.” 

The award is retroactive to May 1 
of this year. 

The decision of the board grants to 
|the railroad workers approximately 60 
per cent. of the billion dolar in- 
creases which they sought, 

Presidents of all the leading broth= 
erhoods and representatives of the 
railroad managers were present when 
the decision was made public.

RACE FROM RESOLUTE AND

SCORE IS NOW TWO TO NIL 


‘Won By a Margin of wo Minutes And Twenty-Six Seconds Over 


Defender—Lipton Requires One More Victory Out of Three | 


Races to Win Cup 


ABOARD STEAM YACHT VIC- 
TORIA, July 20.—(Ry wireless to the 
Associated, Press) —Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton declared at the end .of today’s 
race that he believed the showing of 
Shamrock IV had made justified 
the hope that he would lift fhe cup 
this time. 

“IT started out this morning, as I 
usually do, hoping to ‘be fortunate 
enough to win,” said Sir Thomas, “but 
in yachting, as in every other qport, 
there is no certainty. If there was, 
there would be mo pleasure in it for 
me, 

“The great ambition and pleasure 
in my life is for the best iboat to win. 
T am under good hopes that I will 
Nft the cup this time. I ‘feel after 
today’s sailing that I am justified in 
hoping.” " 

One More Victory 

SANDY HOOK,’ N.J., July 20.-—Sir 
Thomas Lipton tonight was nearer 
achieving the confessed ambition of 
his life—lifting the America’s cup. 

Today his ‘Irish sweetheart” Sham- 
rock IV, ran up a tally of two races 
to none against the defender. Re- 
solute, winning in a neck-to-neck Ccon- 
test by two minutes and twenty-six 
seconds, corrected time, and needing 
but one more victory to bear the bot- 
tomless pewter mug back to England. 

There were cheers on Sir'Thomas’ 
yacht, Victoria, when Shamrock swept 
first across the line today, but there 
was a hhush when her crew worked 
feverishly to free a jib topsail that 
fouled within the finst seconds of the 
contest, 

For part of the first leg, Resolute 
kept to the fore, but when she hit a 
soft apot, the Irish craft slipped again 
Into first place, edging along until | 
she was thalf a mile ahead. To the | 
surprise of yachts imen and experts, a 
fancy little stay eail, rigged on the 
challenger, served her better than Re- 
solute’s big ballooner. 

A Reception 

Spectator craft grouped at the first 
turn, greeted Shamrock with tooting 
whistles as she rounded six hundred | 
yards in the lead, Anway on the second 
leg they sped, with the chaHenger | 
catching every catspaw and’ Resolute 
rotting in the doldrums. Captain | 
Wm. P. Burton, who it is reported 
might be removed from command of | 
Shamrock IV because of this showing | 
in other races, was evidently making 
every effort to stage a come-back, 

Resolute made a brave showing at 
the beginning of the third leg, and 
picking up at the turn, fought her 
way home under the guidance of Cap- | 
tain Charles Francis ‘Adams, 2nd, dis- 
puting every second. But it was no 
use, and by the time Shamrock had 
crossed the fine it was certain that 
she ‘had won by a safe though narrow 
margin.

Progress With New. Hulless Oats QUIT TOBACCO 


Being Developed at Sangudo 


Creator of Marquis Wheat Has Many New Experiments 
Under Way Likely to Prove of Incalculable Value to 


Western Agriculture—New Varieties of Wheat Hold

west. Dr. Saunders spoke of the won- 
derful outlook for crops in Alberta 
ie year, which he termed unusually 


wa, the distinguished 
who developed marquis wheat, and 
improved other grain products is now 
in the Alberta istrict where he will 
vielt different farmg where his pro- 


ducts are being experimented with. 
On Tuesday Mr. Saunders took the 
C.N.R. train for the Sangudo district 
where hulleas oats, which he has 
been developing has been grown 
with marked succeas by Mr. Hicks, 
for the past three years. The object 
of developing a hulleas oat is that it 
can be ground into mill feed for pigs 
as it comes from the threshing maca- 
ine. The hog is an animal which re- 
quires a little smoother or finer feed 
than do many other animals on tac 
farm. In fact the best solution of 
éuccessful hog raising in Alberta de- 
pends it would seem on hulless grain. 

A hulless ‘barley ig also in course 
of development, but this Dr. Saunders 
was not ready to explain or discuss, 
but eventually te hulless barley will 
also be developed, and make anotaer 
food for ogs. The hullesg products 
have been experimented on with the 
object of procuring mill feed for ‘aoys 
which can be utilized without the 


expensive proceas of taking the hulls 
off. 
Mr. Saunders will also visit Mr. 


McAllister, at or near Myrtle Creek, 
Alberta, who has been experimenting 
with Dr. Saunders’ new “Ruby” 
wheat.

FIRE WIPES OUT 
FINE FARM HOME 


’ 


New Dwelling of a Veteran Re- 
siding Near Tofield Burned 
to Ground 


Fire completely destroyed the farm 
home of Albert. Hoare, eight miles 
south-east of Tofield, Monday after- 
noon, while Mr. and Mrs. Hoare were 
in Edmonton on a business trip. All 
the valuable contents of the home— 
silverware, fancy work, furs, furni- 
ture, and personal clothing, were de- 
stroyed, and the family is left desti- 


tute and without a home, having only 
the clothing they wore at the time. 
The three children, left behind while 
the parents camé to the city; were 
saved from death by the good for- 
tune of having been away on a 
neighbor's farm picking berries and 
helping in the hay field when the 
fire occurred. 

A phone message from Fercy, the 
oldest boy, aged 13, brought the sad 
lidings to Mr. “foare at his room in 
the Corona hotel Monday afternoon. 
The message simply stated that the 
| place was in ruins, but the children 
| were safe. They stated that when 
| they left for the neighbor's place, a 
mile away, they had made everything 
|; Safe, There was'no fire in tho stove, 
| which fact surrounds the origin of 
The parents 
are at a loss to know how it occur- 
red. Mrs. Hoare conjectures that 
there was a possibility of overheated 
matches in a dining room buffet hav- 
ing ignited, causing the destruction. 

The house was, to some extent, in- 
sured, but not sufficiently to cover the 
loss of the yaluable contents. The 
total loss wag estimated by Mr. Hoare 
to be about $5,000. 

The building was a new one, hav- 
jing been erected only last fall, and 
| Mr. Hoare feels keenly the hardship 
jin the total loss sustained, 
| Both Mr. Hoare and his son, now 
| resident in the States, are veterans of 
the great war, and had just nicely 
begun the work of re-establishing 
themselves when this disaster over- 
takeag.tham, sweeping them from their 
moorings, The G. W. V. A. of this 
city has undertaken to provide Mr, 
| Hoape and his family with temporary 
| shelter, at least, in the shape of a 
| large tent, and others have shown a 
willingness to help the family in their 
time of need. 

As far as can be learned up to date, 
none of the farmers in the neighbor- 
|/hood noticed the burning

Kind of provisions, with which the 
home was well stocked at the time, 
was salvaged. The loss here is®also 
very great, for Mrs. Hoare had all 
her winter supply of flour, sugar, pre- 
serves and other staple lines of food, 
stored away in the cellar. 

A pathetic sight at the ruins of 
the home Mohday afternoon, was the 
three children—Percy, aged 13; Sid- 
ney, aged 9, and Dorothy, aged 7, 
There they remained like little heroes, 
and sto'cally refused to come into the 
city with the man sent for them by 
car, at the request of the parents. 

“We will stay here until father and 
mother come,” they said. As night 
drew on, it was only after entreaty 
that they were,persuaded to leave 
the ashes of thfir former home, and
